REPORT: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

Patriarchs  :  — Another  year  has  passed  and  gone.  Again,  we  have  been 
permitted  through  Divine  Providence  to  meet  in  this  our  Annual  Communi¬ 
cation.  Many  of  you  have  been  accustomed  to  meet  in  this  sacred  retreat 
of  Odd  Fellows  annually  for  years  passed,  whilst  others  appear  here  for  the 
first  time  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  this  Grand  Encampment. 
And  I  express  the  hope  that  the  present  meeting  may  prove  a  pleasant  one 
to  all  present,  and  that  your  deliberations  may  be  productive  of  the  greatest 
good  to  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  throughout  the  State. 

During  the  past  six  months  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  has 
been  more  prosperous  than  during  the  preceding  term,  although  there  is  a 
net  loss  in  membership,  by  members  being  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
Yet  the  initiations  are  largely  in  excess  of  the  preceding  term,  and  the  indi¬ 
cations  now  point  to  a  revival  of  interest  and  successful  future.  It  affords 
me  much  pleasure  to  say  that  from  information  received  through  the  D. 
D.  Grand  Patriarchs  that,  with  a  few  exceptions,  the  Subordinates  are  in  a 
healthy  condition,  and  that  peace  and  harmony  prevails  throughout  this 
jurisdiction.  And  I  take  pleasure  in  returning  thanks  to  the  D.  D.  G.  Patri¬ 
archs  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  to  them. 

ENCAMPMENTS  INSTITUTED. 

Leesburg  Encampment,  No.  149,  at  Leesburg,  Kosciusco  county,  was  duly 
instituted  June  21st,  1877,  by  D.  D.  G.  Patriarch,  A.  S.  Milice,  pursuant  to  a 
charter  granted  at  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Encampment ;  and  I  am 
informed  by  letter  dated  September  30th,  from  Patriarch  Milice,  that  said 
Encampment  is  doing  well. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Encampment  a  charter  was  granted  for 
an  Encampment  to  be  located  at  Redkey,  Jay  county.  Soon  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Grand  Encampment  I  received  a  letter  from  T.  J.  Broth- 
erton,  D.  D.  G.  Patriarch  for  District  No.  68,  informing  me  that  there  was 
some  dissatisfaction  in  reference  to  the  granting  of  the  same,  and  that  he 
thought  if  the  Grand  Encampment  had  been  fully  advised  it  would  not  have 
granted  said  charter;  that  the  recommendation  obtained  from  Fairview  En- 
campmentNo.  92  and  accompanying  said  petition  was  illegal.  I  also  received 
a  lengthy  communication  from  the  petitioners  for  said  charter,  by  which  I 
learned  that  it  was  not  their  intention  to  institute  the  same  until  the  latter 
part  of  September  or  the  first  of  October.  After  duly  considering  the  mat¬ 
ter,  I  decided  to  withhold  the  charter  for  said  Encampment,  that  the  matter 
might  be  brought  before  the  Grand  Encampment  at  this  session,  and  if  any 
error  had  been  committed  that  the  same  might  be  corrected.  I  also  informed 
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the  parties  of  my  decision,  and  requested  them  to  be  present  at  this  session 
and  present  their  case  to  the  Grand  Encampment. 

PETITIONS  AND  DISPENSATIONS. 

During  the  month  of  August  I  received  a  petition  from  seven  Patriarchs, 
petitioning  this  Grand  Encampment  for  a  charter  for  an  Encampment  to  be 
located  at  Booneville,  Warrick  county.  The  petition  was  recommended  by 
the  unanimous  vote  of  Woolsey  Encampment,  No.  38.  Believing  it  to  be  for 
the  good  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order,  a  dispensation  was  duly 
issued  and  forwarded  to  D.  D.  G.  Patriarch  James  Wood,  of  Newburgh; 
but  up  to  this  time  I  have  not  been  informed  of  its  institution. 

On  the  11th  day  of  October  I  received  a  petition  from  ten  Patriarchs  peti¬ 
tioning  this  Grand  Encampment  for  an  Encampment  to  be  located  at  Ke- 
wana,  Fulton  county.  I  wrote  to  the  petitioners  that  I  regarded  the  petition 
as  favorable,  but  as  it  was  near  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  I 
would  refer  the  same  to  the  Grand  Encampment  for  action,  which  petition 
and  papers  are  now  on  file  for  consideration. 

CHARTERS  SURRENDERED. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Encampment  a  resolution  was  adopted 
instructing  the  Grand  Patriarch  to  arrest  the  charter  and  effects  of  Moss 
Encampment,  No.  31,  at  Shelby ville,  which  resolution  has  been  duly  carried 
out,  and  the  charter  and  effects  are  now  in  possession  of  this  Grand  Body.j 

GRIEVANCE. 

The  matter  of  grievance  between  Teutonia  Encampment,  No.  57,  of  this 
jurisdiction,  and  Friedrick  Encampment,  No.  89,  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  which  was  referred  to  me  as  Grand  Patriarch  for  adjudication 
through  the  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  has  been  decided  against 
Teutonia  Encampment — the  Grand  Patriarch  of  Ohio  deciding  that  he  failed 
to  find  any  warrant  to  direct  the  claim  to  be  paid  (at  least  in  full)  by  Fried¬ 
rick  Encampment  to  Teutonia  Encampment.  The  correspondence  and 
decision  of  the  Grand  Patriarch  of  Ohio  is  submitted  to  this  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  for  your  action. 

CONCLUSION. 

Patriarchs :  With  the  close  of  this  session  my  official  duties  as  a  presiding 
officer  will  cease,  and  I  shall  be  called  upon  to  surrender  the  authority  you 
have  so  kindly  conferred  upon  me.  This  badge  will  be  transferred  to  another 
to  be  selected  by  you  during  the  present  session  ;  one,  1  trust,  more  deserv¬ 
ing  and  better  qualified  than  I  have  been  to  fill  the  highest  position  in  the 
Grand  Encampment. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  return  to  you  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  honor  you 
have  so  kindly  conferred  upon  me.  And  to  our  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  B.  F. 
Foster,  I  return  my  thanks  for  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  me  in  the 
work  of  the  past  year,  being  always  ready  and  willing  to  render  any  infor¬ 
mation  desired.

REPORT: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment,  /.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana : 

In  accordance  with  a  time-honored  custom,  as  well  as  a  duty  incumbent 
upon  me,  I  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Encampment 
branch  of  the  Order,  for  the  term  ending  June  30th,  1877.  If  the  report  is 
not  in  all  respects  up  to  the  average  of  former  years,  we  have  reason  to  be 
grateful  to  the  Father  of  All,  that  amid  the  wide-spread  desolation  that  has 
affected  all  classes  of  society,  this  branch  of  the  Order  has  remained  intact. 

If  we  have  not  advanced  as  rapidly  as  we  desired,  we  have  at  least  suffered 
but  little  in  the  great  shock  that  has  convulsed  our  country  from  center  to 
circumference.  An  examination  of  our  table  of  statistics  will  show  that  . 
our  accessions  from  initiation,  card  and  reinstation  have  been  greater,  while 
our  net  loss  in  membership  is  less  than  that  of  the  preceding  term.  In  a 
season  of  financial  depression  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  is  usu¬ 
ally  the  greatest  sufferer ;  for  while  Patriarchs  frequently  permit  themselves 
to  be  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  they  can  illy  afford  to  lose  their 
membership  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  which  is  the  fountain  from  whence  the 
Patriarchal  branch  is  supplied.  The  relief  afforded  may  seem  small  when 
compared  with  that  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges ;  but  when  it  is  considered 
that  the  membership  is  less  than  one  fourth  as  large,  and  that  the  beneficial 
system  more  properly  belongs  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  the  relief  report 
of  this  branch  of  the  Order  is  by  no  means  an  insignificant  sum. 

During  the  term  two  hundred  and  sixty-two  Patriarchs  and  thirteen  widowed 
families  have  been  relieved.  The  sum  of  $3,574.14  has  been  paid  for  the 
relief  of  Patriarchs ;  $101.00  for  the  relief  of  widowed  families;  $875.00  for 
burying  the  dead,  and  $74.50  for  other  charitable  purposes,  making  the  total 
amount  of  relief,  $4,624.64. 

One  new  Encampment  has  been  instituted  during  the  term,  Leesburg 
Encampment,  No.  149,  Leesburg,  Kosciusko  county,  a  notice  of  which  will 
be  found  in  the  Grand  Patriarch’s  Keport. 

One  Encampment  has  surrendered  its  charter,  viz:  Moss,  No.  31,  Shelby- 
ville,  which,  with  the  effects  of  the  same,  are  now  in  the  office. 

There  are  nine  delinquent  Encampments,  viz:  Evansville,  No.  20,  Evans¬ 
ville;  Indiana,  No.  40,  Franklin;  McCarty,  No.  63,  Waveland;  Atlantic, 
No.  87,  Petersburg;  Cooper,  No.  90,  Young  America;  Middletown,  No.  114, 
Middletown;  Grove  City,  No.  116,  Crown  Point;  Oakland  City,  No.  117, 
Oakland  City;  Dunkirk,  No.  120,  Dunkirk;  and  Cicero,  No.  122,  Tipton.

GENERAL  LAWS. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Encampment  to 
the  fact  that  the  edition  of  General  Laws  published  in  1873  is  entirely 
exhausted.  Several  orders  are  now  on  file  for  the  same,  and  I  would  suggest 
the  propriety  of  issuing  an  edition  of  at  least  3,000  copies,  revised  and 
amended  so  as  to  include  all  important  changes  and  decisions  that  have 
been  made  since  that  period. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  term,  we  find  nothing  to  dishearten,  but 
much  to  encourage  the  Patriarchs  to  renewed  diligence  and  energy  in  build¬ 
ing  up  this  sublime  and  beautiful  branch  of  the  Order.  No  one  can  study 
well  the  lessons  inculcated  in  the  Encampment  degrees,  and  not  feel  that  he 
has  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  true  desgn  of  life  and  its  teachings.  From 
his  entrance  upon  the  threshhold  of  the  Patriarch’s  tent,  through  all  the 
various  gradations  which  he  is  called  to  pass  in  attaining  the  summit  level 
of  this  higher  school  of  Odd  Fellowship,  he  finds  every  incentive  urging  him 
on  to  duty.  No  one  truth  is  more  plainly  taught  or  inculcated  in  this 
branch  of  the  Order,  than  that  which  bids  us  stand  firm  and  faithful  in  the 
hour  of  adversity.  As  pilgrims  in  the  journey  of  life,  we  are  subjected  to 
trials  and  changes — our  path  is  beset  with  ills  on  every  side — hence  he  who 
would  reach  the  haven  of  rest,  must  be  a  constant  worker  and  laborer.  The 
past  two  or  three  years  have  been  such  as  to  test  well  the  foundations  of  Odd 
Fellowship.  That  it  has  proved  sufficient  for  the  test,  is  an  earnest  of  what 
it  may  become  under  more  favorable  auspices.  No  limits  or  bounds  can  be 
placed  to  its  future,  if  the  Patriarchs  are  but  true  to  their  vows  and  obliga¬ 
tions — if  they  but  heed  the  lessons  unfolded  in  its  sublime  teachings.  Let 
us,  then,  as  we  go  hence  to  our  respective  homes  and  Encampments,  kindle 
anew  the  fires  upon  our  altars — let  our  watchwords  be  “  Faith,  Hope  and 
Charity.”  Faith ,  that  shall  overcome  all  obstacles  to  success — Hope ,  which 
shall  inspire  us  with  the  possibilities  within  our  reach — and  Charity ,  which 
shall  illustrate  the  virtues  of  our  beloved  Order,  in  a  life  consecrated  to 
the  good  of  mankind.

REPORT: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment ,  I.  O.  O.  F. ,  of  Indiana : 

Your  Grand  Representatives  attended  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  September  17th  to  22d, 
inclusive,  and  herewith  submit  for  your  information  their  report  of  the  acts 
of  that  body. 

While  there  was  a  large  amount  of  business  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  very 
little  that  was  done  refers  directly  to  this  branch  of  the  Order. 
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As  has  been  the  custom  for  years,  the  Representatives  assembled  at  Bar- 
num’s  Hotel  at  8:30  a.  m.,  Monday,  September  17th,  were  formed  into  line, 
and  marched  to  Odd  Fellows’  Hall,  on  Gay  street,  escorted  by  the  Drill  Asso¬ 
ciations  of  Baltimore  and  Washington,  uniformed  Patriarchs. 

There  being  no  formal  reception  ceremonies,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  at  once 
called  to  order  by  J.  W.  Stokes,  Grand  Sire.  On  the  call  of  the  roll,  all  the 
Grand  Officers  were  found  to  be  present,  and  Representatives  from  thirty- 
nine  jurisdictions,  representing  thirty-nine  Grand  Lodges  and  twenty  Grand 
Encampments. 

GRAND  sire’s  REPORT. 

John  W.  Stokes,  Grand  Sire,  submitted  his  annual  report,  reviewing  the 
work  of  the  last  year,  and  reporting  the  Order  in  good  condition  throughout 
the  jurisdition.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  amendment  to  pay  Past  Grand  Sires  mileage  and  per  diem,  the  same 
as  Representatives,  was  lost.  Also,  the  amendment  to  make  them  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Order  at  large. 
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The  amendment  to  provide  for  biennial  sessions  was  postponed  until  next 
session. 


DECISIONS. 


The  following  decision  in  regard  to  cards  was  made  on  an  appeal  from  a 
decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  and  as  it  is  a  subject  of  some  impor¬ 
tance  we  give  the  entire  argument : 

“  Question. — A  member  takes  a  visiting  card  for  six  months,  paying  up  hi& 
dues  for  that  time ;  before  the  expiration  of  the  card  the  yearly  dues  are- 
increased.  Must  the  member  holding  the  card  pay  the  increased  dues,  or 
does  the  possession  of  the  card  relieve  him? 

“  To  this  the  Grand  Master  decided  that  ‘The  brother  is  not  liable  for  the 
increased  dues  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  card.’ 

uThis  appeal  should  be  sustained.  When  persons  join  Lodges  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  they  agree  not  only  to  obey  the  laws  of  the  Order  existing  at  the  time, 
but  all  laws  that  may  be  afterwards  enacted.  And  when  a  by-law  is  amended,, 
increasing  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  dues,  it  affects  every  member  of  the 
Lodge.  A  brother  has  no  exemption  from  his  obligation  to  the  laws  by  rea¬ 
son  of  having  received  a  visiting  card.  A  pre-requisite  to  receiving  such 
card  is  the  payment  in  advance  of  such  dues  as  the  laws  in  force  at  the  time- 
of  granting  the  card  require.  By  doing  this  he  is  allowed  the  card,  but  it 
gives  him  no  other  special  privilege.  It  certainly  was  not  intended  to  exempt 
the  holder  from  the  same  obligations  imposed  on  other  members  of  the 
Lodge,  created  by  the  amendment  of  its  laws.” 

A  Lodge  member,  dying,  is  buried  by  the  Lodge,  and  each  member  is  enti¬ 
tled  to  wear  the  regalia  of  the  highest  degree  he  has  attained  in  the  Lodge. 
The  Encampment  branch  is  a  separate  organization  and  is  not  known  at  all 
in  the  Lodge.  The  regalia  of  that  branch  has,  therefore,  no  place  in  the 
funeral  service  of  a  Lodge  member. 

The  fee  fixed  for  the  reinstatement  of  a  Patriarch  who  has  been  dropped 
for  one  year,  is  the  total  amount  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Encampment  of 
which  he  was  a  member  for  the  P.,  G.  R.,  or  R.  P.  degrees,  for  a  brother  of  his- 
age,  or  such  lesser  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Encampment, 
but  not  less  than  the  amount  of  one  year’s  dues. 

A  member  of  an  Encampment  who  has  been  dropped  or  suspended  in  his 
Lodge  for  non-payment  of  dues  by  his  Lodge,  said  act  of  the  Lodge  shall  not 
affect  his  standing  in  his  Encampment  for  the  term  of  one  year  thereafter ;  pro¬ 
vided  he  keeps  his  dues  paid  up  in  his  Encampment  during  that  time. 

A  member  of  a  Subordinate  Encampment,  who  is  in  arrears  for  weekly  or 
funeral  dues  more  than  thirteen  weeks,  is  not  entitled  to  the  check  password, 
or  to  vote  in  the  Encampment,  but  is  a  contributing  member  until  suspended 
or  expelled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  and  as 
such  is  entitled  to  visit  his  own  Encampment. 

An  Encampment  cannot  refuse  to  receive  in  full  or  in  part  the  dues  of  a 
member  prior  to  his  suspension,  and  no  member  can  be  suspended  until  he 
is  one  year  in  arrears  for  weekly  dues. 

The  mere  fact  of  a  member  being  over  twelve  months  in  arrears  does  not 
constitute  him  a  suspended  member.  To  render  him  such,  an  Encampment 
must  formally  declare  him  to  be  suspended. 
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CHANGE  OF  NAME. 

The  Grand  Lodge  refused,  by  a  vote  of  74  yeas  to  61  nays,  to  change  the 
name  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

FORMS  OF  PROCESSION. 

An  order  for  forming  processions  for  funerals,  and  on  public  occasions  of 
various  kinds,'  was  adopted.  Also,  the  old  funeral  ceremony. 

HOMES  FOR  AFFLICTED  MEMBERS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  approved  the  action  of  the  Order  in  Florida  in  furnish¬ 
ing  a  home  for  distressed  and  afflicted  members  of  the  Order  in  that  State, 
and  commend  the  home  as  worthy  of  the  fostering  care  and  assistance  of  all 
Odd  Fellows  in  the  land. 

GRAND  SECRETARY. 

It  is  known  that  age  and  physical  infirmities  have  been  growing  on  the 
venerable  and  loved  Grand  Secretary,  James  L.  Ridgely,  for  some  years. 
During  the  session  he  took  occasion  to  make  the  following  remarks  : 

“Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  :  I  rise  at  this  late  hour,  by  your  permission,  to 
address  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  which  I  ask  its  indulgence,  prefacing  what  I 
have  to  say  with  the  promise  that  I  shall  be  very  brief.  It  is  apparent  to 
you  all,  my  brethren,  that  old  age  has  overtaken  your  Grand  Secretary,  and 
that,  in  the  evening  of  his  life,  his  health,  which  has  always  been  frail,  has 
been  gradually  declining.  Although  heretofore  I  have  been,  and  still  am, 
equal  to  the  requisitions  and  responsibilities  of  the  office,  and  my  mental 
vigor  has  been  mercifully  preserved,  as  abundantly  appears,  yet  my  physical 
infirmity  is  not  less  manifest.  My  mind  has  been  struggling,  while  sitting  at 
this  desk  during  the  session,  between  “official  duty”  and  pressing  private 
interests.  “  Duty  ”  has  at  length  prevailed  in  the  issue ;  in  obedience  to 
which  I  now  notify  the  Grand  Lodge  that  if,  by  the  law  of  nature,  as  is  rea¬ 
sonably  probable,  I  shall,  after  the  end  of  my  present  term,  be  physically  dis¬ 
qualified,  or  unable  to  serve  j^ou  longer,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  supply  the 
succession  adequately.  You  all  know  that  this  is  by  far  the  most  important 
office  within  your  gift.  I  have  been  honored  by  this  Grand  Body,  as  its 
incumbent,  as  no  other  man  in  this  Order,  or,  perhaps,  elsewhere,  has  been 
honored  before,  having  been  continued,  by  re-election,  in  office  for  thirty- 
seven  years,  for  which  I  now  bow  before  you  with  profound  gratitude,  and 
with  memories  of  love  and  emotions  of  heart  which  are  difficult  to  describe 
or  to  restrain.” 

CONCLUSION. 

W e  have  given  you  in  the  foregoing  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  important  legis¬ 
lation  of  the  session,  some  of  which  will  be  found  to  cause  quite  a  change 
in  the  manner  of  the  payment  of  dues  in  Encampments,  as  compared  with 
the  usage  in  this  jurisdiction. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fraternal  courtesy  extended,  and  material 
assistance  rendered  us  by  the  Representatives  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  duties  assigned  us,  and  desire  to  acknowledge  the  same. 

Returning  thanks  for  the  honorable  distinction  you  have  conferred  upon 
us  in  selecting  us  to  represent  you  in  the  Grand  Lodge  U.  S.,  and  hoping 
that  our  acts  may  meet  your  approval,  we  respecfully  submit  this  report.

P.  C.  P.  E.  Cox,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and 
Appeals,  submitted  the  following 

REPORT: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment ,  I.  O.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana  : 

Your  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
papers  in  the  complaint  of  DePauw  Encampment,  No.  Ill,  located  at  Little 
York,  against  Beharrell  Encampment,  No.  109,  located  at  Seymour,  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows : 

s 

It  is  alleged  in  this  complaint  of  DePauw  Encampment,  that  Beharrell 
Encampment  initiated  three  persons  who  were  residents  of  the  territory 
under  the  jurisdiction^of  said  DePauw  Encampment,  and  have  persistently 
refused  to  surrender  the  fees  therefor,  which  are  claimed  by  DePauw  En¬ 
campment  to  be  illegally  retained.  No  proof  is  in  the  possession  of  your 
committee  as  to  the  time  when  these  brothers  were  initiated  into  Beharrell 
Encampment,  yet  it  appears  that  they  were  initiated  in  the  early  part  of 
1875.  as  we  find  that  this  case  was  presented  to  the~Committee  on  Grievance 
and  Appeals  at  the  November  Communication  of  this  Grand  Body  in  1875, 
and  returned  to  DePauw  Encampment,  owing  to  irregularities  in  the  proced¬ 
ure  of  said  Encampment.  There  seems  to  exist  no  law  bearing  directly  on 
this  question  of  jurisdiction  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order,  and  such 
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law  as  is  provided  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  government  of  Subordinates 
is  vague  and  unsatisfactory.  There  seems  to  be  ample  reason  why  Beharrell 
Encampment  should  have  initiated  these  persons,  and  there  seems  also  to  be 
just  cause,  under  the  generally  accepted  rule,  for  DePauw  Encampment  to 
complain  of  a  trespass  on  her  jurisdiction.  Your  Committee  therefore 
recommend  that  the  complaint  of  DePauw  Encampment  be  dismissed  ;  that 
each  of  these  Encampments  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  that  the  two 
thus  selected  shall  select  a  third  person,  and  these  shall  constitute  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  decide  an  equitable  compromise  Your  Committee  further  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  Legislative  Committee  shall  be  instructed  to  draft  a  law  such 
as  will  unequivocally  settle  this  vexed  question  of  jurisdiction. 

Which  was  concurred  in. 

P.  C.  P.  J.  D.  Carmichael,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances 
mid  Appeals,  submitted  the  following 

REPORT: 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Encampment,  I.  O.  O.  F..  of  Indiana : 

Yrour  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
appeal  of  Patriarch  M.  T.  Gardner,  from  the  action  of  Oriental  Encamp¬ 
ment,  No.  28,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  would  respectfully 
report  the  following  facts,  to-wit : 

This  appeal  is  from  the  action  of  said  Encampment,  for  paying  benefits  to 
a  sick  and  disabled  brother,  for  the  following  reasons : 

1st.  Because  the  brother  can  go  about  the  house  and  attend  to  the  duties 
of  the  house,  and  look  after  the  cultivation  and  gathering  of  his  crop. 

2d.  The  brother  can  come  to  Richmond  and  return  home  the  same  day, 
a  distance  of  twenty  miles,  without  injuring  his  health. 

3d.  The  brother’s  health  is  such  he  can  participate  in  and  attend  to  some 
light  labor. 

After  the  reading  of  the  above  protest,  the  Encampment,  on  motion,  re¬ 
ferred  the  same  to  the  Relief  Committee,  with  instructions  to  have  the  sick 
brother  examined  by  a  physician.  Said  Committee  reported  that  two 
physicians  had  been  employed,  and  had  made  the  examination,  and  had 
certified  that,  in  their  opinion  the  sick  brother  was  disqualified  for  any  kind 
of  active  employment. 

After  the  reading  of  said  report,  on  motion,  sick  benefits  were  allowed. 

Again  the  appellant  protests,  and  further  medical  examinations  were  made, 
and  the  Relief  Committee  again  report  in  favor  of  the  sick  benefits  being 
paid,  and  the  Encampment  concurs  and  pay  the  same.  From  these  facts 
your  Committee  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  action  and  decisions  of 
Oriental  Encampment,  No.  28,  in  all  these  proceedings  are  correct. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  their  action  be  sustained,  and  the  appeal 
•dismissed. 

Which  was  concurred  in.

Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe  be  authorized  to  have  the  usual 
number  of  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Communication  printed,  and 
the  usual  distribution  made  of  the  same,  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  draw 
a  warrant  on  the  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

Which  was  adopted.

Resolved ,  That  hereafter  Patriarchs  who  have  not  received  the  Grand 
Encampment  Degree,  and  who  may  desire  the  same,  must  present  themselves 
before  the  hour  of  twelve  o’clock  on  the  day  of  the  meeting  of  Grand  En¬ 
campment. 

Which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

G.  Treasurer  elect  T.  P.  Haughey  presented  his  bond  in  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  Wm.  Wallace  as  surety;  also 
the  bond  of  B.  F.  Foster,  Grand  Scribe  elect,  in  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  with  J.  E.  Barrett  and  John  Reynolds  as 
surety,  which  were  accepted  by  the  Grand  Encampment.

Digest  of  Decisions. 


Dropped  Members — 

A  member  of  an  Encampment  who  has  been  dropped  or  suspended  in 
his  Lodge  for  non-payment  of  dues  by  his  Lodge,  said  act  of 
the  Lodge  shall  not  affect  his  standing  in  his  Encampment  for 
the  term  of  one  year  thereafter ;  provided  he  keeps  his  dues 
paid  up  in  his  Encampment  during  that  time . 103 

Funerals — 

A  Lodge  member,  dying,  is  buried  by  the  Lodge,  and  each  member  is 
entitled  to  wear  the  regalia  of  the  highest  degree  he  has  at¬ 
tained  in  the  Lodge.  The  Encampment  branch  is  a  separate 
organization  and  is  not  known  at  all  in  the  Lodge.  The  re¬ 
galia  of  that  branch  has,  therefore,  no  place  in  the  funeral 
service  of  a  Lodge  member . 103 

Arrears  for  Dues — 

A  member  of  a  Subordinate  Encampment,  who  is  in  arrears  for  weekly 
or  funeral  dues  more  than  thirteen  weeks,  is  not  entitled  to 
the  check  password,  or  to  vote  in  the  Encampment,  but  is  a 
contributing  member  until  suspended  or  expelled  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  and  as  such  is  en¬ 
titled  to  visit  his  own  Encampment . 103 

Dues — 

An  Encampment  cannot  refuse  to  receive  in  full  or  in  part  the  dues  of 
a  member  prior  to  his  suspension,  and  no  member  can  be  sus¬ 
pended  until  he  is  one  year  in  arrears  for  weekly  dues . 103 

The  mere  fact  of  a  member  being  over  twelve  months  in  arrears  does 
not  constitute  him  a  suspended  member.  To  render  him  such 
an  Encampment  must  formally  declare  him  to  be  suspended...! 03 

Reinstatement — 

The  fee  fixed  for  the  reinstatement  of  a  Patriarch  who  has  been  drop¬ 
ped  for  one  year,  is  the  total  amount  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  Encampment  of  which  he  was  a  member  for  the  P.  Gb  R., 
or  R.  P.  degrees,  for  a  brother  of  his  age,  or  such  lesser  sum  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Encampment,  but  not  less 
the  amount  of  one  year’s  dues . 103

NOTICE. 


^"Scribes  are  required  to  forward  their  Reports  immediately 
on  the  close  of  a  term,  to  the  Grand  Scribe. 

D.  D.  Grand  Patriarchs  failing  to  report  to  the  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch,  are  liable  to  a  tine  of  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than 
ten  dollars. 

The  money  must  accompany  all  orders  for  Books,  Cards,  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws,  etc.,  and  all  orders  must  be  signed  by  the  Scribe,  and 
attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Encampment. 

The  special  attention  of  Scribes  is  called  to  the  law  requiring 
the  Seal  of  the  Encampment  to  be  impressed  upon  all  their  official 
communications.  The  Grand  Scribe  is,  by  a  law  of  the  G.  L.  XL 
S.,  expressly  forbidden  to  fill  orders  for  cards  not  attested  by 
the  Seal  of  the  Encampment.  That  there  may  be  no  excuse 
for  non-compliance,  I  give  the  laws  herewith  : 

“  Every  Subordinate  Encampment  shall  have  a  suitable  Seal,  a  proof  im¬ 
pression  of  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  and  all 
official  documents  shall  be  sealed  therewith.  The  Seal  of  an  Encampment 
to  be  authentic,  must  be  printed  or  impressed  upon  the  paper  or  instrument 
it  authenticates,  and  not  affixed  thereto.” — General  Laws  Grand  Encampment 
of  Indiana ,  Chapter  IX,  Section  8. 

“  Resolved,  That  Grand  Scribes  and  Grand  Secretaries  are  hereby  prohib¬ 
ited  from  delivering  or  transmitting  Visiting  or  Withdrawal  Cards  to  any 
person  whatever,  or  to  any  Encampment  or  Lodge,  excepting  upon  the  or¬ 
der  in  writing  of  an  Encampment  or  Lodge,  signed  by  its  Scribe  (in  the  case 
of  an  Encampment,)  or  by  its  Secretary  (in  the  case  of  a  Lodge,)  and  authen¬ 
ticated  by  the  official  Seal  of  the  Encampment  or  Lodge.” — Journal  G.  L. 
U.  S.,  p.  3478. 

Charge  Books  can  only  be  sent  by  Express,  or  by  an  accred¬ 
ited  Patriarch.  In  ordering  all  other  supplies,  state  whether 
to  be  sent  by  express  or  mail.  If  by  express,  state  to  what 
office  or  station  and  to  whose  care.  If  by  mail,  send  the  re¬ 
quisite  number  of  stamps  to  prepay  postage. 

Enclose  a  stamp  in  all  letters  requiring  a  reply.
